2. Did not Mr Scott Moncrieff, when he happened to meet 
with you, complain of the loſs of intereſt, and the inconveniency 
attending thoſe bills granted by Mr Dunlop, and inſiſt that ſome 
new mode ſhould be adopted to relieve the Bank thereof; and 
did not you, on ſuch occaſions, always refer Mr Scott Moncrieff 

D to Mr n for ſatisfaction on that head? ? 


Anfwers by Mr Gammill to the above Queries. 


1. 1 was in the knowledge of, and gave my conſent to Mr 
James Dunlop exchanging the Greenock Bank notes with the 

F Royal Bank Branch at Glaſgow twice a-week, viz. on the Tueſ- 
days and Saturdays, before that it was carried into execution; 
and that matter was adopted, I think, at the requeſt of the Royal 
Bank ; and I conſidered it as a favour done to them; which ex- 
change, I believe, began in July 17893 and when the exchange 

G took place, it was agreed that Mr Dunlop was to continue to 
give bills on Edinburgh at one day's date, for the balances a- 
gainſt the Greenock Bank; and ſo far as I knew they were ſet- 

5 tled accordingly. | 


2. When 1 occaſionally ſaw Mr Scott Moncrieff, which was 
but ſeldom, he complained to me of the great number of guinea- 
notes of the Greenock Bank which came into their office, and 
Faid, that by their taking Mr Dunlop s bills on Edinburgh at one 


day 0 
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day's date, that it was a loſs of intereſt to the Royal Bank; and I A 

believe that he may have ſaid that he wiſhed ſome mode ſhould. 

be taken to prevent it. To the beſt of my recollection, I told 
him that the terms of exchange had been ſettled by agreement, 


and that the Greenock Bank kept very ample funds in Mr Dun- 


lop's hands for paying theſe exchanges, which I was perſuaded B 
be paid punctually, and that I ſhould ſpeak to Mr Dunlop to pre- 


vent the Greenock Bank notes from returning to the Royal Bank 
branch in the way he mentioned; and to the beſt of my recol- 
lection I did ſo more than once. At ſame time, I told Mr Scott 


Moncrieff, that by their drawing on Edinburgh at ſight, for other C 


notes than their own, when the other Banks in Glaſgow were 
drawing on Edinburgh at not ſhorter than one day's date, that 
this was in a manner inviting people to carry ſtranger notes into 


their office, when they wanted Edinburgh money. And, 


To the beſt of my recollection and belief, I never gave Mr D 


Scott Moncrieff any reaſon to think that Mr Dunlop had any 


power or liberty to get indebted to the Royal Bank branch, or 
any other Bank, for account of the Greenock Bank, in exchange 
of their notes or otherwiſe, but on the contrary, he was to pay 
the exchanges punctually from the very ample funds of the Gree- E 
nock Bank which were in his hands, and I referred Mr Scott Mon- 


crieff to Mr Dunlop, for ſatisfaction as to the manner he diſpoſed 


of the notes after the exchanges, which was the principal thing
